1. You have referred to us the Director's q uestion concerning the 
right of the Agency to attempt to force ! 1 to return to us all 

copies of classified documents in his possession. Specifically, in approving

the documents requested (though with some minor excisions) , the Director 
asked whether we may add as a "condition" to our reply that | 
respond to our letter to him of 2 November 1973. In that letter, you will 
recall, we had advised [ | that we could declassify and release to 

him documents requested by his letter of 4 September, again however 
with minor deletions . But we also said on 2 November "If you will return 
all copies you have, we will make the necessary deletions, declassify 
the documents, and return copies to you. Under the secrecy agreement 
signed by you, you may not reveal or publish any classified information 
or have in your possession any classified CIA documents. Accordingly, 
when you return the documents, you should also certify that you have 
no other copies and no other CIA classified documents." | | has not 

complied with that request. Rather his reply, of 12 November, which is 
also the request which the Director was considering when he posed this 
question, states that "the unilateral procedure you propose is not 
acceptable . " 


2. The Executive Order and implementing NSC Directive in no 
way reflect any contemplation of a situation such as this, that is, an 
employee taking with him and retaining classified documents and there- 
after requesting their declassification while also requesting the declassi- 
fication of additional documents, Insofar as those two regulations concern 
the right to require review for declassification, the public, not former 
employees, was the intended beneficiary. Further, they require that 
classified information be used, stored and protected in specified ways 
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and they also provide that only persons duly cleared and having a 
need to know may be given access to classified documents. The Order 
also provides for administrative disciplinary action against officers and 
employees, including referral to the Department of Justice where "a 
violation of criminal statutes may be involved." It is reasonable to 
conclude that administrative actions may be taken against former employees 
as well. 

3. On the other hand, the Executive Order, on its face at least, 
contemplates that each request for declassification is to be handled on its 
merits. Further, although the condition suggested by the Director would 
be consistent with the Executive Order and our own regulations, it also 
would be asserting technical but not substantive principle, that is, the 
documents involved probably are of little security consequence even 
without the deletions proposed. Further, I doubt that ICRC would 
support us if we undertake action and the matter thereafter reaches ICRC. 

4. Underlying all this is the question of whether one response 

on our part, rather than another, might incite to levy more requests STA 

on us or, conversely, to desist. He came forward to oppose the Colby 
confirmation and it may be that he is seeking notoriety. On the other 
hand, he may lack the resources or initiative to pursue this matter through 
the ICRC or the courts . 

5. On balance, I believe it would not be harmful, and might be 
useful, to take at least one more step in an attempt to require him to 
return all classified documents, but I would not do so in a letter which 
also makes available other documents. Specifically, I would reply 
substantially as follows:

On the basis of the recommendations received from the 
reviewing officers, the Information Systems Analysis Staff 
has prepared sanitized versions of 25 documents: the five 
documents deemed releasable by both reviewers# the 19 °®****~ 
raents on which there was disagreement over the applicability 
of exemption category SB (5) , and one information report from 
among the eight documents for which the DDO claimed exemp- 
tion under category SB (2). In most respects, the selection 
of documents for release conforms with the recommendations 
of the Deputy for National Intelligence Officers.

We have completed our review of the documents requested 
by your letter of 12 November 1973. The majority, 25 of 
the 39 that we were able to locate, can be released to you 
with minimal excisions required under the Director’s respon- 
sibility for protection of sources and methods. The releasable 
documents are unclassified copies of the full text in each 
case, thus satisfying your needs while leaving the originals 
in their classified form. 

The remaining 14 documents requested by you were deter- 
mined to fall under exemption categories 5B(1) and 5B(2) of 
Executive Order 11652, and hence are not releasable. This 
determination may be appealed by you if you wish to take the 
matter to the CIA Information Review Committee. 

The charge for searching these documents, at $6.00 per 
hour or fraction thereof, is $12.00. In addition there is 
a charge of 10<fr per page for copying the documents, amounting 
to $4.70. Your remittance in the amount of $16.70 payable 
by check or money order to the Treasurer of the United States 
will release the documents to you by return mail.

Dear Mr. Thuermer; 

Thank you for your letter of 2 November 1973, in which you 
advise me that the Agency is able to declassify and release 
to me the documents requested in my letter of 4 September 1973. 

Correctly, you cite my willingness for security reasons to have 
deleted psuedonyms, cryptonyms or true names. However, the 
unilateral procedure you propose is not acceptable. 

It will be recalled that when the Senate Armed Services 
Committee requested copies of these documents, CIA said they 
could not be found - implying they did not exist. You and I 
know that CIA has the best computerized data retrieval system 
in the world. Also, we know that memoranda sent to the Deputy 
Director (Plans), who in reality is the Director of the 
Clandestine Services, do not get lost. 

If, casually it seems, CIA attempts to decieve the United 
States Senate, you should not be astonished if this former 
career CIA officer indicates a feeling of distrust and 
anxiety. Also, I am not aware that Executive Order 11652 
establishes preconditions for the declassification of CIA 
documents. My offer to accept certain deletions merely 
confirms that I have been more security conscious than the 
Agency you now represent. Do you want proof?

The Information Services Group, 
which coordinated the DDO response, recommended the declassification 
of only on e of the memoranda, that dated 15 December 1961. (Copies 
of the five memoranda and related correspondence are attached.) 

In view of the fact that the memoranda have already been pro- 
vided to a Senate Committee and, presumably, distributed to the press, 
I believe that the Interests of the Agency would be best served by 
releasing unclassified versions of the documents, after the excision 
of all still sensitive materials. 
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3. Recommendation: It is recommenced that you approve the 
release of the documents , subject to the deletions specified by 
the Chief, EA Division.

^ five memoranda attached to the referent request have been 
reviewed for possible declassification. A decision has been made to 
deny declassification on all except the memorandum dated 15 December 1961 
which may be declassified. The decision to retain classification on the 
four remaining memoranda is based particularly on paragraph 5B(2) of 
EO 11652, however, the memoranda dated 5 October 1961 also contains 
information furnished by a foreign government and thus paragraph 5B(1) 
would apply. 

2. While it is true that these memoranda are largely opinions of 
the author, the opinions expressed concern persons, plans, policy, and 
operations of this Agency which would be jeopardized by declassification 
and public disclosure. We also recognize that, given the critical nature 
of the comments, the Agency could be accused of an attempted "cover-up." 

This has not been our purpose in denying declassification. 

3. A completed Form 3533 is returned herewith.

other than those listed. This matter should be reviewed by the 
appropriate authorities for its security and legal implications.
